This response addresses the final Office Action dated July 12, 2001. Reconsideration 
is respectfully requested in view of the following remarks. 


REMARKS 

Claims 1-6, 8-18, 20-24, and 27-37 are pending in the above-referenced application. 
Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 1 1, 12, 23 and 24 are allowed. 

The Examiner has objected to the drawings under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .83(a), and the 
Examiner has asserted that the drawings fail to show the free wheeling diode and short- 
circuiting transistor used together, as well as the transistors coupled in series. Contrary to the 
Examiner's assertions, Figure 2 clearly depicts the freewheeling diode and short-circuiting 
transistor used together as described in the specification at page 6, lines 12-24. The 
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
